For the one makes rhis addition to the 
words, with Perfecurions, which determines the 
Promife to the Life, that now is, fince there are no 
fuch things as Perfecutions, no {uch things as Storms 
and Tempefts inthe Calm, the Peaceful Regions, 
thar are Above ; Regions, which we fied in the 
very Heathen Pocts reprefented by the Sedare Tran- 
quiity of Olympus-Top. And St. tute, who is 
clearer ftill, Exprefly adds, This Pr:fone time. 

The Promife cannot be Literally underftood,fince 
t0 Firfike Wife and Clildren fignifies to be Sepa- 
rated, ro be Bannifh’d from them. How then can 
the Perfecuted Perfon expect another Wife and o- 
ther Children (not to fay an Rundred fold as ma- 
ny, tho’ thac be Exprefly mention’d in the Promite ) 
fince thar very Golpel, for which he is Perfecated, 
does not allow Polygamy. 

The meaning therefore, rhe figu:arive meaning 
of the Promife is, that whatever the Perfecuted 
Perfon fhall willingly refign for che Golpei’s Sake, 
He hall be {ure to meet, ia the very midit of bis 
Perfecurions, with tuch Solid Confort, {uch Sub- 
fintial Satisfaction as will wonderfully Ont.weigh, 
Will infinizely Over-poife his Unhappy Lofs.

ence of the Bleffed Spirit. OF that Blefled Spirit, 
of whom we may juftly be allow’d to fay, 3s he 
not righe'y {til'd the Comfcrter. And that this Grae 
cious Promife, in the Senfe, we have Explain’d it 
in, was Punctually fullfill’d, we need no more than 
Appeal to the Primitive Confeffors and Martyrs, 
who Rejoyc'd in Tribulacion, were Excceding Glad. 
when Perf-cuted for Rgbteoufue/s Sake, were tu)) of 
Tran{ports ina Prifon, Sang, as it were,,upon the 
Rack, and Counred it all joy, when they fell into 
divers Temptations. : 

Q, Gentlemen, I wuld defire the favor of you to 
oblige me with a particular Defcription of the Glands, 
their p culsar Ufe, Nature, &e.

For had the Pharifees been 
then in being, and as obnoxious to Reproof, as aft 
terwards they were, we may clfure our: felves, 
that the Prophets woud have fufficiently ioveigh’d 
againft them. "Tis trne, it is by no means.certain, 
when thac celebrated Sect began, bur it is generally 
{appos'd, thar it began abou. 300 Years before the 
Chriftian Era, {oon after the time, trom whence 
the books of Mucreabacs and Fof plus datctheir Gre- 
cian Period, in the Reigns of rhe Macedonian dlex- 
ander’s Succeffurs, and during the High-Priefthocd 
of Oaias the frit, who {icceeded the famous. Fad- 
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dug, in whofe High-Priefthood Alexander caine to 
Ferufalem. 

The Pharifees derive their Name from an Hebrew 
Radix, which imports Separation, becaufe they 
were Rigid Scparatifts, and* Vainly look’t upon 
themfelves as too Refin'd and Pure for Common 
Converfe. There is another Derivation of their 
Name, but this is the more Probable one. 

They came near the Pythagoreans in their Noti- 
on of Tran{migration, and maintain’d, that the 
Souls of Good Men are transfer'd from one Body to 
another. They fell in with the Stoicks in their O- 
pinion of Deftiny and Unavoidabie Neceflity with 
refpcét toall Occurrences, tho’ they afferted with- 
al (how much foever it may Interfere with their 
foremention’d Opinion) the Liberty of Man's Will. 
They were Nicely Superftitious in Tithing {mall, 
inconfiderable things, fuch as Mint, Anifeed, and 
Cummin, But then they grofsly neglected the 
weightier matters of the Law, Fudgment, Mercy, 
and Faith. Not but that they were Punctual in the 
Payment of the very Prime of their encreafe, of 
their Corn, Wine, and Oy!, &c. and therefore were 
very Strict, with regard to their Tithes, to render 
unto God the things, which ave God's. But then they 
did this, as every other action, that was feemingly 
Religious, inexpeétation of Popular Applaufe, ¢o 
bave Praife of Men. We lcarn from one Paffage in 
the Gofpel, thar they fafted often, and from ano- 
ther, How often they Fafted; I Faft Twice a 
Week, fays one of them. And indeed we nced 
not wonder, that one of them fhou'd fay fo, fince 
they Proclaim'd all their actions, which carried a 
Laudable Appearance, Proclaim’d them on the Houfe- 
top. But tho’ this be related by way of Parable, 
yet it accurately reprefents a Beoafting Pharifec. 
Their Prayers were both Long and Publick,that to 
this Twofold Property of their Prayers a Twofold 
Advantage might acctue, Namely, that they might 
ar once be feen of Men, and under the covert of fo 
Treacherous a Difguife might find the berrer Op. 
portunity of Devouring Widow's Houfes. Ic is Diffi- 
cult to determin, which was the moft Predomi- 
nant, their Infolence or their Malice, their Craft 
or their Ambition. They were fo Exorbitantly 
Proud, fo Unmeafurably Difdainful, thar what 
the Fews in gencral eftecm’d the Genti/es, That They 
efteem'd their own Gountry-men of other Sects, 
namely the Scum and Refufe of the Earth. In words 
indeed they Profefs'd the Immortality of the Soul 
and the Awards of another World (contrary to 
the Profeffion of the Sadduces) but in Warks they 
Deny'd them both. They Prefer'd the Ora/ to the 
Written Law, and therefore made the word of God 
of none ied by their Traditions, Whence they were 
fo Precife in their Traditionary Wafhings,that they 
wou'd chufe rather to Perifh with Thirft, than ro 
Eat with Unwafhen Hands. And in this particular 
they were Oppofite to the Scribes, who are fo fre- 
quently rank’d with the Pharifees by our Bleffed 
Lord. For the Scribes were the Guardians of the 
Written Law. For it was their Peculiar Office to 
Preferve the Text Pure and Uncorrupt, and Ex. 
pound the Old Teftament to the People. Hence it 
is, that they are Stil’d Dofors and Scribes of the 
Law, Lawyers, and Teachers of the People, But to 
return to the Pharifees, and give a Short, bur Full 
Defcription of thofe Pious Villains, they were the 
Worft of Hypocrites, they were Painted Sepulchres.
